The Indiana highway commission 
has given official notice that it 'will 
receive bids at its offices in Indian­ 
apolis on August 4 for the improve­ 
ment of the Jonesville road, north of 
this city, for 
a 
distance 
of 0.22 
miles, 
beginning 
a t 
the 
Jackson 
township corporation line. This will 
leave but a few feet along the east 
side of the city cemetery to be im­ 
proved to connect the Ewing street 
improvement 
with 
the 
proposed 
paved road towards Columbus. 
The 
Jonesville road is the second in the 
county to be included in the program 
of the 
state highway 
commission. 
Tho contract for the improvement 
with concrete of the Madison and 
Louisville road, 
beginning 
at 
the 
corporation line of the city on High 
street 
and 
extending 
2.46 
miles 
eastward, has already been awarded 
to Lawrence Jenkins, of F rankfort. 
There is much speculation as to 
tile route 
that 
will be 
approved 
through Rockford by 
the commis­ 
sion. 
Although no official informa­ 
tion has been made public, it is un­ 
derstood that the 
commission will 
eliminate the 
dangerous 
Pennsyl­ 
vania railroad crossing af Rockford 
amli will extend 
the 
road through 
what is known as Rapp’s lane at the j 
north end of the Ewing street road. 
The new road will he built, it is un­ 
derstood, through the lane connect­ 
ing with the p r o eat road near Mad­ 
den’s hill or Yout>ey’s hill, north of 
the city. 
This course would neces­ 
sitate l*ie 
construction 
of 
a new' 
bridge over White river. 
It is pointed out 
that 
the main 
market highways are to be built as 
nearly as possible on a >traiuht line. 
The proposed course would elimin­ 
ate several turns in the roads and re­ 
duce the distance slightly between 
here and Jonesville. 
It is likely that 
other turns will l»e eliminated when 
the remainder of the road is com­ 
pleted. 
The section north of here to be j 
improved is a part of the Jackson i 
Highway, between Indianapolis ami 
L o u isv ille , and also connects in this 
city with the Cincinnali-EvansVille 
and Madison roadis. 
It is expected 
that 
the w*ork on 
the High street road will be started 
in a short time as 
the commission 
awarded the contract with the un­ 
derstanding that the w6rk would be 
finished this fall, barring unforeseen 
delays. 
The construction work is to 
bt done under 
the supervision oi 
Hie state highway engineer and only 
the hest quality 
of road materials 
will be accepted.

Newport News, 
Va., July 19— 
Headed by 20 twenty-five destroyers, 
the Pacific fleet, the most powerful 
battle force the country ever as­ 
sembled to guard the west coast, left 
Hampton roads this morning at 8:30 
o’clock for its home waters. 
For weeks the huge fleet has been 
gathering off Old Point Comfort. 
Admiral Rodman, commanding the- 
fleet, 
was with the flagship 
New 
Mexico, w'hich was accompanied by 
seven battleships. 
The Birmingham 
and the tender Vestal, were with 
fifty-five destroyers and small ships. 
The fleet will make for the P an a­ 
ma canal. 
It will be the greatest 
that has ever passed through the 
canal. 
When it is assembled on the 
Pacific 
it will comprise 200 ships 
with 2,000 officers and 33,000 men. 
It will be more than twice the tonnage 
of the huge fleet which sailed around 
the world rn 1908. 
From the time 
the fleet reaches the open seas it 
will begin to increase. 
Six more 
battle ships will join it as will all of 
the cruisers now on the Pacific coast. 
Some of the ships, particularly 
destroyers and mine sweepers, are 
now in European waters, and a few 
cruisers are already on the Pacific 
ride. 
When the fleet is complete 
there will be sixteen battleships.

Hines is of the opinion that the lack 
of uniformity among rural elemen­ 
tary schools is an important factor 
ihat keeps the Hoosier state's stand­ 
ing away from the top places on the 
list. 
Mr. Hines asserted that the coun­ 
tv -aper intendeds are overworked 
and have difficulty in visiting all the 
-chools in their county. 
In addition 
to this, they do not have the op­ 
portunity 
to visit .the schools 
of 
other count es to broaden their point 
of view. 
It is his opinion that the 
county 
superintendents 
and 
the 
trustees would welcome some kind 
of supervision of the right kind. 
“Many of the rural schools are of 
the highest type,” Mr. Hines said, 
“ hut there are some that have very 
short 
terms 
and 
have 
inefficient 
teachers.” 
In many of the poorer schools 
their teaching staff is made up of 
beginning teachers because they can 
he employed for less, he said. 
It 
would be the duty of the rural school 
inspector to point out ways for rais­ 
ing the standards of the schools and 
also to bring about a more uniform 
system of education. 
In an effort to find out what other 
tates are doing in the way of sup­ 
ervising 
their 
rural 
elementary 
chools, Mr. Hines 
directed letters 
o all the states. 
Eighteen state-. 
lave replied. 
All of them have ru r­ 
al elementary school inspectors, re­ 
ceiving salaries varying from $1,800 
to $3,200. 
Nine of these are South­ 
ern states. 
The Southern states that 
employ such an inspector are Texas, 
Virginia, 
West 
Virginia, 
Florida, 
X'orth Carolina, Maryland, Louisiana, 
Georgia and Mississippi. 
The oth­ 
er states that arc ahead of Indiana, 
in as much as they have taken the 
rural school question in hand, are 
Washington, South Dakota, Wiscon­ 
sin, Iowa, New Hampshire, Montana, 
Nebraska and Missouri. 
Mr. Hines said that probably noth­ 
ing could be done until legislative 
action is taken permitting the state 
board to enter the rural school field.

TYPES OF ROADSIDE SCENERY 


Two Kinds Which Differ Widely and 
Each of Which Is Worthy of 
Careful Consideration. 


For many years it has been a cus­ 
tom with most people to plant trees 
without regard to the ultim ate pur­ 
pose they would serve. Little thought 
bas been given as to the most suitable 
varieties for planting, or that there 
might be sections along the roadway 
where it would be of advantage to cut 
the existing trees, and in this way 
make the roadside scenery more in­ 
teresting and attractive. 
A closer 
study of the problem, however, shows 
that we have two distinct types „of 
roadside scenery. 
The first may be 
said to be where the trees, shrubs, 
buildings, and other objects that bor­ 
der the highway form the element of 
the picture, with the roadway as a 
central feature. Many places along the 
roadside have no inducements w hat­ 
ever as to special attractiveness, and, 
in fact, the scenery may he of a de­ 
cidedly monotonous character. It is in 
such n place that wTe may feel at lib­ 
erty to plant according to the so-called 
closed type. 
The second type can be used where 
the wide meadows, fields, and distant 
landscape compose the picture, with 
the roadside trees as frames. 
Exam­ 
ples of this type may be found In many 
sections of the state, where beautiful 
vistas could he enhanced by the pres­ 
ence of suitable shade trees. In many 
eases, trees along the highway form 
screens so as to break up the long 
stretches of views along openings here 
and there which make more attractive 
the 
roadside 
scenery. — Chicago 
Tribune.

another is that of

by g r a c e , who, 
having been saved himself, desires to 
help his fellow men. 
While the personal worker should 
be humble, yet he must not be lacking 
in certainty as to his own salvation. 
It is not necessary that he should 
know when he became a Christian, but 
it tx very important that he should 
know that he is a Christian. 
So long 
as one is in doubt as to his own stand­ 
ing in Christ, it is utterly useless for 
him to try to lead others to Christ. 
If it be asked: “Can one know sure­ 
ly that ho is a Christian?” the answer 
is, Paul knew that he was saved (II 
Timo. 1:12), and I John 5:13 shows 
that God intends that all his children 
shall know whose children they are. 
“These things have 
I written 
unto 
you, that ye may know that ye have 
eternal life.” 
There are three sure 
proofs of the believer’s sonship. 
(a) The witness of God’s word. Re- 
meniber that forgiveness 
of 
sin is 
something that takes place in the mind 
of God, and not in the emotional na­ 
ture of the believer. 
Our first and 
hest evidence of any such transaction, 
then, must be the testimony of God 
himself. 
If he names certain condi­ 
tions upon which he will forgive sin, 
and I comply with those conditions, I 
know that my sins are forgiven, be­ 
cause I have God’s word for it. 
If I 
accept Jesus Christ as my personal 
Savior, I know that I have become a 
child of God, because God’s word af­ 
firms it. 
It is not a question of how 
I feel, but of w hat God says. 
The 
feeling may be wholly lacking, and 
yet the transaction may be none the 
less real. 
(b) The witness of the Spirit. “The 
Spirit himself boa ret h witness with 
our spirit, that we are children of 
God” (Rom. 8:10). 
Let it he clearly 
understood that the witness of G ods 
word is sufficient to prove that one 
is a child of God, and that, if one does 
not believe this witness, he makes God 
a liar (I John 5:10). 
However, the 
believer is entitled also to the witness 
of the Spirit, anti he should not rest 
satisfied until he has it. 
It is a part 
of his inheritance in Christ Jesus; and, 
if he has not received it, he should rev­ 
erently but persistently inquire the 
reason why. 
In some cases where the witness of 
the Spirit is lacking it will be found 
that the person has made no confes­ 
sion of Christ. 
Matt. 10:32 shows 
that, when we confess Christ before 
men, he confesses us before the Fa­ 
ther. 
Rom. 10:9 and I John 5:10 
would seem to indicate that, when we 
confess to the world that we have tak­ 
en Jesus as our Savior, the Spirit wit­ 
nesses in our hearts that we are saved. 
A friend of mine was accosted by a 
lady at the close of a service, who told 
him that she had been trying to lead 
a Christian life for years, but that she 
had 
never 
enjoyed 
any 
assurance. 
She was a woman of intelligence and 
refinement. 
He questioned her care­ 
fully, but to all his questions she an­ 
swered with the utmost frankness and 
candor that she knew of nothing in 
her life that was displeasing to God.

have the funds to get home. 
Appli­ 
cation w as made to the local Red 
cross for 
Willey’s 
transportation, 
but one ef the Red Cross rules fo r­ 
bids extending aid to a soldier or 
sailor who has received a discharge 
without honor from any branch of 
the service. 
No soldier or sailor is 
perm itted to appear in the uniform 
of Uncle Sam after having received 
a dishonorable discharge and if he 
does so is 
subject 
to 
arrest and 
heavy fine.
